or, The Difficulty of 
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Making Books for the Millions 


An Interesting Experiment in Mass Production 


N the eastern corner of Tennessee near 
where the state’s northern boundary 
line touches Virginia and where alter- 

nating mountain ranges and valleys run 
thru the country, there has grown up a 
book-making enterprise which has for very 
good reason challenged the attention of the 
country and which is bound to have an ‘n- 
fluence on the distribution of books in 
America. Why, will be asked, should there 
be a big book production plant in the 
middle of these mountains, and why should 
its production methods challenge estab- 
lished enterprise? The whole idea is to 
see if it is not possible commercially to 
make books of all kinds at such prices that 
they can be distributed to a public which 
so far as anybody knows, does not now own 
books at all. If ten to fifteen million peo- 
ple in the United States constitute most of 
the readers and if something like twenty- 
five million are illiterate, there still remain 
seventy million people who are not at the 
present moment purchasing books. The 
fact that over ten million copies of the 
little ten cent books have been sold in two 
years without making the slightest im- 
pression on the general book-trade, shows 
that an audience has been approached which 
did not” heretofore use books in the sense 
of owning them and having them in their 
homes. The sale of these forty titles in 
the inexpensive form undoubtedly will tend 
to stimulate the use of other books because 
it will stimulate general reading and thus 
ncrease the number of people in the United 
_ States who get the habit of reading and 
_ eventually find ways and means to pur- 


chase other books for themselves. That is 
the basic idea which led to the inception of 
this association of publishing and manufac- 
turing plants. It is sure eventually to help 
the work of the American Library Associa- 
tion and all other bodies which are trying 
to induce the public to read and therefore 
raise the standard of education—that is, to 
increase the number of readers by giving 
them long established works at an amount 
of money which they are accustomed to em- 
ploy in their pleasures and amusements. 

Kingsport is a made-to-order city. 
Great financial interests have owned broad 
sections of country in that part of the 
Alleghanies, and these interests built a 
railroad from the seacoast across the moun- 
tains to the Ohio, which at Kingsport 
crosses a railroad going north and south. 
The railroad needed freight, and there was 
reason for establishing an industrial city 
because of the wide variety of natural re- 
sources centering about the district, re- 
sources which supplemented each other in 
such a way as to make material costs low. 
Also, from the mountains comes a supply 
of labor, untrained but intelligent, which 
could work comfortably at lower wages 
than labor in the great centers. 

The city was laid out on model lines by 
John Nolen, one of the best engineers of 
the country. A new kind of town was 
wanted—and it was created. In a short 
time, Kingsport grew from practically 
nothing to a city of ten thousand, and its 
sponsors are now demonstrating that an 
ideal industrial community can be built up 
there, with good factory conditions, from

the best native population. The town 
planning was along beautiful lines with 
parks, public centers, trading centers, etc. 


s-developed-by-€linton 
Mackenzie of New York, and such build- 
ings as the railroad station and the Kings- 
port Inn mark the city as one of real archi- 
tectural distinction. There are detached 
houses, houses opening on lovely courts, 
houses of all types and prices, and from all 
directions lie fine views over the valleys. 
Two housing interests in England and one 
in Australasia have come to Kingsport for 
the plans and specifications of some housing 
units there as being the best plans available, 
the most utilitarian as well as artistic and 
at the same time the most inexpensive that 
they were able to find. 


With the country’s large resources of 
timber, it is not surprising that a pulp mill 
and then paper mills were soon located, 
these owned and operated by the Mead 
Fibre Company of Dayton, Ohio. The 
paper-making department alone was in- 
stalled at a cost of over a million dollars, 
and has a capacity of seventy tons of fin- 
ished paper per day. The pulp is from 
logs from the South and from the spent 


chips of the Grant Leather Company in 
Kingsport. The paper is finished to book 
size and can pass on movable platforms 
right to the printing ‘plant. Another plant 
for making gray goods, installed by the 
Borden Mill interests of New England, 
furnishes the basic material for book-cloth 
manufacture. It is perhaps an interesting 
statistical fact that the pulp mill, paper 
mill and press occupy 30 acres of land and 
that the three plants adjoin one another. 
When the printing plant was conceived, 
it was realized that for books to be suc- 
cessfully manufactured so far from the 
center of book trading there would have 
to be compensation in the way of price, and 
it was conceived that this could be brought 
about by mass production under exception- 
ally favorable conditions, the raw product 
being right at hand. The problem of 
organizing this plant was undertaken by 
L. M. Adams, who was elected president 
of the Kingsport Press, Mr. Adams having 
been President of the J. J. Little & Ives 
Co. of New York City. After two years - 
of constructive work Mr. Adams has now”

matic feeders pick up the paper that has 
just come from the pulp mill, and it is 
fed into the presses without human hands 
touching it. The press run continuously 
in three eight-hour shifts. After the sheets 
pass thru the press, they go immediately 
to the folding machines, with practically 
no handling and. thus eliminate further 
labor. From the folding machines the 
sheets pass to gathering and stitching ma-

chines. Quantity production and little 


handling have been the basis of success- 
ful manufacture of sound books at low 
prices, and, by being on a direct freight 
line to the Atlantic Coast thru the Clinch- 
field railroad, the manufactured goods can 
be shipped to New York in four days, and 
there is an equally direct line thru the 
Middle West. 

Some idea of the size of the plant is in- 
dicated by the fact that its buildings occupy 
over four acres.of ground, all on one floor 
with the exception of the linotype and 
electrotype departments. The .stock..room 
has »been, since the establishment of..the 
plant two years ago, enormously increased, 
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as some of the orders have required a great 
amount of storage space. 


With the plant laid out for quantity 
work, a sales department was equally neces- 
sary, and simultaneously there was set up in 
New York a selling office incorporated as 
J. H. Sears & Co. the officers of which 
company are Joseph H. Sears, President, 
James A. Blair, Jr., and P. A. Murkland, 
Vice-Presidents. Mr. Murkland  estab- 
lished a reputation for a knowledge of book 
distribution when in charge of the book de- 
partment at Sears, Roebuck & Company. 
For the selling department, also, a strong 
staff of experienced travelers was gathered. 


The first enterprise conceived by J. H. 
Sears & Company was the Reader’s Li- 
brary, sold thru the F. W. Woolworth 
Company and the Sears, Roebuck Com- 
pany, a collection of classics cloth-bound 
and capable of being marketed by the hun- 
dred thousand at ten cents a copy. These 
books, which appeared in the market two 
years ago, created a sensation, as it had not 
been deemed possible to produce a cloth- 
bound book at ten cents. The sales of the 
series thru the two outlets have run over 
ten million copies of 40 titles in the two 
years. 

In judging as to the titles to be put in 


such an n edition, the publishers-had-the-ad-—— 





vantage of Mr. Murkland’s experience 
which indicated the sales possibilities of 
such titles as ‘“Treasure Island,” “Jane 
Eyre,” “Uncle Tom’s Cabin,” ‘Black 
Beauty,” the novels of Mary Jane Holmes, 
Mrs. E. D. E. N. Southworth and Augus- 
ta J. Evans. Sold from the counter to 
passersby without sales argument, it is inter- 
esting to see how the public picks its diver- 
sional reading and to see Southworth and 
Holmes rival Stevenson and Hawthorne. 
Some interesting discoveries have been 
made. For instance, we had an idea that 
“Uncle Tom’s Cabin” might not sell very 
extensively in the South. As a matter of 
fact, it has done quite as well in the South 
in proportion to the size of the towns as 
anywhere else in the United States. At the 
moment, there appears to be no explana- 
tion for this at all, except that “Uncle 
Tom’s Cabin” is a good story. in itself and 
that perhaps its political significance has 
more ot less been forgotten. So far as 
we can learn, “Treasure Island” has sold 
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more copies in this edition than all other 
editions of “Treasure Island” since the 
book was written. “Lena Rivers” is the 
second best seller, running very close to 
the first; 
and “The Last of the Mohicans”

fourth best seller. With a market for 
these books assured, the Sears Company 
has produced other, standard. series, to be 
sold thru the general trade in single vol- 
umes. or sets and which could be listed as 
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low as twenty-five cents a volume. This 
year they have launched the American 
Home Classics Series consisting of seventy- 
five volumes and soon to be increased to a 
hundred. This series of books is of 12mo 
size, with admirably designed lining paper, 
title-page and excellent binding cloth. 
Supplementing this, they produced a line of 
books in flexible textile leather binding 
called the Royal Blue Library, at as low 
a price as seventy-five cents a volume, in- 
cluding many of the best titles in the other 
series. For these, special lining paper was 
produced, and a neat heraldic binding de- 
sign. While the cross word puzzle craze 
was at its height, plates for two newly 
edited dictionaries were developed, and 
these ran thru the presses by the tens of 


thousands during the winter months. A’ 


new series of Standard Juvenile Classics has 
just been announced at fifty cents. 
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Interesting evidence of how the press’s 
facilities could be turned to special con- 
tracts is shown in the subscription enter- 
prise of J. R. Richards, Inc., who has pub- 
lished a set of twenty volumes called the 
Outline of Knowledge Series, a composite 
work of general literature and _ science, 
which was to sell for $9.98 a set in 12mo 
size. The first order of the “Outline of 
Knowledge” was 100,000 sets of twenty 
volumes each, or two million books. The 
press has had in its warehouses as many as 
six million books at a time and the reason 
for this is that with the large daily produc- 
tion it is always necessary to have on hand 
a stock of books since the manufacture of 
eighty to a hundred thousand books a day 
means that a correspondingly large supply 
is always on hand, even tho they are 
ordered out by the customer with prompt- 
ness. 


Evolution Discussion Reaches Climax ° 


Trial Begins With No Cessation of Public Interest 
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PITHECANTHROPUS, NEANDERTHAL MAN AND CRO-MAGNON MAN 


From “Concerning Evolution.” By J. Arthur Thomson. 


HE famous test case on evolution in 
Dayton, Tenn., began on Friday,

The case at first attracted 
little attention, but gradually it won the 
support of the American Civil Liberties 
Union, which volunteered to support 
Scopes morally and financially. The case 
has gradually attracted a great deal of at- 
tention. The counsel for the defense in- 
cludes, such distinguished men as Clarence 
Darrow, Bainbridge Colby and John R. 
Neal. The most conspicuous figure on the 
side of the prosecution is W. J. Bryan.

HARLES J. FINGER is a kind of 
modern Beowulf who has gone 
about the world “for to see what 

there was.” Born in Willesden, England, 
where Thomas Hughes of ‘““Tom Brown” 
once lived, coming to America when a boy, 
he has been in Afri- 
ca, in South Amer- 
ica, in the Antarctic; 
has, with peculiar 
curiosity followed 
the trail of Magel- 
lan from Belen to 
the Pacific. That 
led to explorations 
in the Andes, in 
Tierra del Fuego, in 
all kinds of odd 
places little known. 
Like Borrow he 
lived with those he 
met—with Indians, 


gauchos, miners, 
sailors; a high- 
hearted adventurer 


always; and all that 
treasured experience 
led to a close and 
intimate correspond- 
ence with W. H. 
Hudson and with 
R. B.  Cunning- 
hame-Graham. But 
there had to be commercial activities some 
time, and it was the transportation field that 
appealed to the incurable wanderer.

The result 
was “Tales from 
Silver Lands” pub- 
lished in 1924 by 
Doubleday, Page & 
Company and illus- 
trated by Honoré, 
brought out in Eng- 
land by Heinemann, 
which has just been judged worthy by the 
American Library Association of the John 
Newbery Medal for the most distinguished 
contribution to American literature for 
children in 1924. The award was made 
at the annual Library Conference at Seattle 
with Mr. Finger present.

More Books for the Workers 


HE American Federation of Labor 
has always had a very keen interest 
in the education of the workers, and 
this interest is now being extended and de- 
veloped by renewed activity under the di- 
rection of the Workers’ Education Bu- 
reau of 476 West Twenty-Fourth Street, 
New York City, with Matthew Woll, well 


chairman of the Executive Committee and 
Spencer Miller, Jr., as secretary. 

Forty-one international labor unions 
have voted to finance an educational cam- 
paign, and have decided to tax themselves 
one-half per cent per member in order to 
complete the $50,000 budget needed this 
year. They are also asking for contribu- 
tions from anyone who may see the im- 
portance of a broader outlook and under- 
standing by the working man. 

Investigations show that thousands of 
working men are making a serious effort 
to study social and economic questions on 
the broadest basis possible, and these men 
want this education not only for themselves 
but for their fellow workers. It is the aim 
of the Bureau to help dignify labor and to 
make workers proud of their jobs, and, in- 
cidentally, to make America even prouder 
of’ her workers. Modern industrial’ soci- 
ety is complex; and,.confusing, and such 
-readinig “will give thé workers a clearer 
understanding of the world which they 
must do so much to create. 
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The educational program in; mind does 
not merely intend to train the worker in 
more efficiency but to train him in vision 
and deepen his understanding. “Adult 
education,” wrote the late Samuel Gom- 
pers, “is the outgrowth of our present con- 
ception of education as paralleling human 
life. There is something in mental growth 
beyond the formal training that the pub- 
lic school offers or even the wider discip- 
line of college and university. Our prob- 
lem is to suggest flexible methods that will 
meet the intellectual needs of the masses of 
our people, a large percentage of whom are 
wage earners.” 

This new emphasis on education is hap- 
pily parallel to the increased attention to 
this subject by the American Library As- 
sociation, whose members are only too 
anxious to give full cooperation to the 
workers’ program. A special committee on 
this subject has been conferring with the 
labor leaders, and one of the suggestions 
made is that the library committee might 
make a survey of the books available for 
workers’ reading, thus indicating not only 
what is available but the best examples of 
the material wanted, what the characteris- 
tics are of a good book for such purpose, 
and point out to publishers and writers 
where there are other books needed which 
are not now available. The library com- 
mittee conceives its responsibility in such 
a movement to include not only vocational 
books but also the books on general eco- 
nomic theory as well as diversional reading 
for working men. Many libraries report 
that their demands from the working men 
are in the latter two classes even more than 
the first, and the bookstores perhaps find 
the same condition. 

If the bookstores could have, with the 
backing of the American Library Associa- 
tion and the Federation of Labor, a list 
of the best available material in all fields, 
they would find in this good guidance for 
books to be carried and a method of serv- 
ing their public. The Workers’ Educa- 
tion Bureau has already taken steps to sup- 
ply some of the needs in the field by back- 
ing the Workers’ Bookshelf, published by 
George H., Doran ,Company, .in which six 
volumes have already been published and 
three more announced. This is.a series of 
brief books on labor, science and literature | 


‘ 
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for those who want to understand modern 
society and to add new vistas to their 
knowledge. The first book, “Joining in 
Public Discussion” by Alfred Dwight 
Sheffield, was extremely well received, and 
its popularity indicates that an ability to 
take part in discussions is one of the aims 
of every ambitious worker. The volume in 
the series entitled “(Humanizing of Knowl- 
edge” by James Harvey Robinson, has had 
a very wide sale both in the trade edition 
and in the paper issue which the Work- 
ers’ Bureau distributes at a lower price. 

The general movement here outlined is 
likely to go far and to bring into cooper- 
ative purpose new agencies, and booksellers 
and publishers should follow carefully the 
announcements of the Adult Education 
Committee, of which J. T. Jennings of Se- 
attle is chairman and Matthew S. 
Dudgeon of the Milwaukee Public Li- 
brary is vice chairman. This committee 
has as executive assistant at the library 
headquarters in Chicago L. L. Dickerson. 
The labor people have a bulletin called 
“Workers’ Education,’ which can be had 
from their office at 476 West Twenty- 
Fourth Street. 


Letting the Public Choose 


HETHER the principles of mer- 

chandising used. by the Woolworth 

stores are applicable to the running 
of a retail bookstore is a question. The 
constant repetition of rules for business 
success soon palls on many a merchant and 
he no longer is interested in learning how 
X did a million dollars worth of business 
a year. Yet the sanity and calmness with 
which H. T. Parsons analyzes the success 
of the Woolworth Company, in an article 
in the July System, makes it a stimulating 
record. Some of the trenchantly stated 
observations are obvious of necessity, still 
one derives a new reaction on reading 
them. Mr. Parsons among other things 
says, “‘We let the consumer do our sell- 
ing—and our buying. We let the public 
buy what it wishes, not what we want to 
sell it. We do not push sales we let sales 
flow. We do not push buying, we pull 
new goods from the manufacturer into the 
buying stream. Our windows © display 
those goods in which the customer will find 
his best opportunities during the current

week. We do not display slow moving 
goods that we want to get rid of, we dis- 
play the goods that the customer wants 
most, or would want most if he knew 
about them. Except on articles newly 
introduced, the customer decides for the 
buyer how much to buy. It is only neces- 
sary to keep a few simple records of how 
much of each article is sold within a given 
time, and then order at regular intervals 
replacements sufficient for a definite num- 
ber of days or weeks. The store manager 
places his orders with the buyers accord- 
ing to the same principle used in assigning 
his selling space. He cannot trust his eyes 
to judge the physical diminution of stock 
as a basis of reorders. A simple stock 
record furnishes him with quantitative eye- 
glasses, and makes his vision of require- 
ments accurate. A ledger forgets nothing, 
overlooks nothing and reduces vision to a 
routine which can be operated by a clerk. 
Every item no matter how small must ga 
down on the record.” 


The Book Adviser 


EPORTS have come in lately show- 
ing that several booksellers have been 
thinking of the possibilities in estab- 

lishing in their stores a clerk whose func- 

tions might be covered by the words “Book 

Adviser.” It would seem reasonable to be- 

lieve that customers having special prob- 

lems or wishing to begin on reading courses 


systematically outlined, would like to find - 


someone competent to give expert advice, 
a desk with full equipment for research 
and with reading lists of all kinds convey- 
ing the general impression that the cus- 
tomer who desired to systematize his read- 
ing would get constructive help for his 
special needs. 

There is no doubt but that the bookstore 
of the future is going to work more and 
more along the lines of expert service, and 
the stores that take cognizance of this 
tendency will build for a permanent clien- 
tele which will be of great importance to 
them. Knowledge of book lists and book 
resources ‘is a specialized part of booksell- 
ing, and, while all the salesmen need some 
knowledge ‘of such information, it seems 
as if there should also-be a specialist in this 
work, as the public likes to deal with 
specialists. 
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6.8 Books per Family in Rural 
North Carolina 


Ww Hat books does the average rural 
family of the United States have in 
its library? If the survey by the Univer- 
sity of North Carolina can be taken as 
representing the reading proclivities of our 
rural population as a whole, an amazing 
state of affairs exists. The facts that make 
up the survey of the University of North 
Carolina were gathered from a typical 
rural township in Eastern North Carolina. 
The information was obtained by the ques- 
tionnaire method from 100 white homes. 
Ninety-four heads of families were farm- 
ers, three merchants, one a contractor, one 
a bricklayer and one a preacher. The fol- 
lowing reading matter shows the current 
periodicals in these homes.

The per cent of families having books 
other than the Bible, schocl textbooks, al- 
manacs and catalogs was 21. The Bible, as 
was to be expected, was present in the ma- 
jority of homes. The greater part of the 
‘books are school textbooks while almost all 
of the families have almanacs and catalogs. 
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Ninety-eight families have, excluding al- 
manacs and catalogs, six hundred and 
seventy-seven books, or 6.8 books for each 
family. Seventy-nine per cent of the fami- 
lies do not have any books but school text- 
books, almanacs, catalogs and the Bible. 


National Movie Censorship 


ON E of the most important developments 
in censorship, which threatens to 
throw the power of national film censor- 
ship into the hands of a small group, oc- 
curred recently when there was incor- 
porated in the State of New York with 
headquarters at 477 Bedford Ave., Brook- 
lyn, the Federal Motion Picture Council 
in America. The Council was originated 
April 30, 1925 as the result of the three 
National Motion Picture Conferences held 
in Washington, D.C. in 1923, 1924, and 
1925, called together by the Presbyterian 
Church of the U. S. A. by the Northern 
Baptist Church, the Christian Church, 
United Lutheran Church, the Methodist 
Episcopal Church, the Congregational 
Church, the United Presbyterian Church, 
the Evangelical Church, the Salvation 
Army and many national and state civic 
organizations. The President of the organi- 
zation is oo Rev. Charles Scanlon of 

g ecretary, is 
the Rev. William Sheafe Chase of Brook- 
lyn. There are at the present time only 
six states in the Union which have motion 
picture censorship; New York, Kansas, 
Ohio,* Pennsylvania, Maryland, and Vir- 
ginia. There have been statements made 
that the morally loose picture is rampant 
in almost all the states where there is no 
censorship. The General Secretary of the 
Council, Canon Chase of Brooklyn, as a 
means of showing to what extent motion 
picture censorship is necessary stated that 
the New York Motion Picture Commis- 
sion in 1924 rejected thirty-four feature 
pictures in toto, and that the producers of 
these films admitted the charge of im- 
morality by the fact. that not one of them 
made an appeal to the courts to have the 
decision of the Commission reversed. The 
Federal Motion Picture Council proposes 
to have the Upshaw Bill become a law. 
This bill. provides: for federal. supervision 
of the motion picture industry with censor- 
ship its most important feature.

"THE motion picture producers like the 
publishers are now busily engaged in 
completing their fall production plans. 
From many angles the numerous press 
notices concerning forthcoming productions 
are worthy of space. It appears that Sir 
James Barrie will become, if not a regular 
scenario writer, at least a screen writer. 
Herbert Brenon who directed Betty Bron- 
son in ‘‘Peter Pan” has just returned from 
England. The purpose of his visit was to 
confer with Barrie on the forthcoming 
production of “A Kiss for Cinderella.” 
He reports that after much cajoling on his 
part he succeeded in getting Sir James’ 
promise for an original screen story. Mr. 
Brenon was considerably impressed by 
Barrie’s willingness to cooperate in the 
r of permitting iss for Cin- 
derella” to be changed in many important 
parts, so that it could become a good 
American film. 

Following rather closely on the heels of 
the Melville revival the announcement by 
Warner Brothers of their production of 
“Moby Dick” seems to be another indi- 
cation of the attention moving picture men 
are paying to books. According to War- 
ner Bros. their production of “Moby Dick” 
is to be their most elaborate production. 
They have chosen as a suitable screen title 
“The Sea Beat” and have already sent 
forth two boats, a complete staff and their 
star, John Barrymore, to the neighborhood 
of Java where the picture will be filmed. 

Conrad will soon be seen on the screen, 
apparently for the first time and ‘under the 
most able auspices. John Russell who is 
well known for his rather temarkable 
“Where the Pavement Ends” has at last 
reduced Conrad’s “Lord Jim” to scenario 
form. It is quite appropriate that “Lord 





Jim,” perhaps Conrad’s best known novel, 
should be the first to be screened.

News and Notes of the American Booksellers’ 


Association 


By Walter McKee, President, and Ellis W. Meyers, Executive Secretary 


To the Publishers. 
Gentlemen: 


OME few days ago we sent out a let- 

ter to all publishers enclosing the 

booklet “Of Interest to Publishers” 
and an outline of the Association’s Tele- 
graphic Delivery plan. We are not in a 
position to acknowledge each reply but we 
wish to express our appreciation of the 
answers we received and the cooperation 
which has been promised. 

With regard to the booklet we would 
like to quote from a reply from one pub- 
lishing house. 

“T might add that in connection with 
resolution 13 we have always discouraged 
the direct dealing of publishers with libra- 
ries and we do everything we possibly can 
to direct all this sort of business to the 
booksellers. On the other hand we have 
felt at times that our most serious books 
did not always receive from the booksellers 
that attention with respect to library use 
to which this type of book is entitled, and 
from the publisher’s point of view he suf- 
fers very considerably from this lack of 
intelligent interest on the part of some 
booksellers. As Executive Secretary of the 
A. B.A. I should like to suggest to you 
that this question of library use of the 
more serious and intensive books be spe- 
cially canvassed: by those booksellers who 
seek library business.” 

There is a great deal in this paragraph 
for the booksellers and for other publish- 
ers. Here is one house that has been will- 
ing to set an example even tho it feels 
that it is not getting all of the busi- 
ness to which it is entitled. A_ step 
such as this deserves the cooperation of all 
booksellers and an effort should be’ made 
to get that business so that publishers who 
are willing to aid the bookseller may do so 
without loss of revenue. 

The Telegraphic Delivery Service is 
apparently meeting with universal ap- 
proval. Congratulations on our inaugura- 


tion of that “sensible and helpful plan” 
and promises to give it publicity are being 
received daily from publishers, and orders 
for dodgers with promises of getting be- 
hind the idea are coming in from book- 
sellers all over the country. 

* * * * * 

Board of Trade Meeting 

On Monday, June 22, the Board of 
Trade met in New York. Because of their 
able work in the past, Mr. Cedric Crowell 
of the Doubleday Page Bookshops was re- 
elected Chairman and Mr. Theodore 
Schulte re-elected Recorder of the Board. 

In addition to the members of the Board 
the meeting was attended by the President 
and Executive Secretary of the Association. 

President McKee outlined the problems 
confronting us and plans were made for 
the work of the coming year. 

Committees were appointed to revise the 
Code of Ethics, work on the library dis- 
count problem, adopt a new emblem for 
the Association, and investigate methods 
for publicity and advertising.

“We will pay only regular postage rates 
on packages under $10.00 value 
sent to us.” 

The above statement is being made by 
one of our members in a label which he 
is placing on orders. It has been made 
necessary by “publishers constantly over- 
charging for postage on small packages, and 
adding insurance, all of which, with the 
addition of two cents on each package, 
makes pick up orders cost 10% more 
than they should.” Our correspondent 
further says that it seems unnecessary to 
insure small packages if they are properly 
addressed and bear the publisher’s label, 
and that quite a number of the publishers 
do not make this: charge. 

We would like to call the attention of 
everyone, booksellers as well as publishers, 
to the fact that we add considerably to our 
cost of doing business if we overlook these

The Book Hunter 


‘TS month of June’s record of “‘Books 
Wanted” in the Publishers’ Weekly 
again gives Cabell first place in the list of 
authors advertised for most frequently. It 
is rather difficult to estimate from the 
monthly list the actual commercial value of 
the first editions of the authors, but it is 
helpful in indicating the general trend of 
American collecting. In many cases one 
bookseller will advertise for as many as ten 
books of an author and this will naturally 
send the author way up on the list. Like- 
wise when a bookstore advertises every 
month for the same group of authors they 
will reach a place on the list. Among the 
nineteenth century American authors there 
appears to be a fairly general demand for 
Poe, Hawthorne, Twain and Whitman. 
The appearance of Edith Wharton’s new 
novel might be accounted for by the fact 
that. one individual wants many of her 
books. There has been a steady demand 
for Amy Lowell’s “Keats” since the 
analysis of “Books Wanted” was instituted.

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THE BOOK SHOP IN WHICH ANNIE E. MARTIN ENCOURAGES THE 
“MISHAWAKA HABIT” 


The Mishawaka Bookshop, Mishawaka, Ind.

HE Mishawaka Book Shop recently 

celebrated its fifth birthday by giving 

a birthday party which was quite suc- 
cessful, in that it gave us so much publicity 
that we have decided to make it an annual 
event. 

We have now brought the child thru 
its early infancy, by hard work, bulldog 
tenacity and service. I hardly know which 
was the greatest factor. Perhaps they 
should enjoy equal honors. However, as 
nothing can be accomplished without hard 
work, it may be taken for granted that 
I worked. As to the bulldog tenacity, 
perhaps I should have become discouraged 
and let the infant die, had I not been as- 
sured by well-meaning friends that I would 
never make a success of the enterprise.

Bend merchants were far better able to 
carry more complete and better stocks than 
we were, I saw that the only thing to do 
was to create the proper atmosphere in our 
shop and to show our willingness to serve. 
We spared no effort to obtain for a cus- 
tomer what he wanted. We never allowed 
a soiled greeting card to go out of the place, 
and never sold a defective article to a cus- 
tomer without calling his attention to it 
and making a reduction in the price. Thus 
we established a policy that we have always 
maintained. 

Growth was not rapid, people seemed 
unresponsive and our struggles were many. 
Having always been a business woman, I 
never had time to become a bibliographer, 
and tho I am very fond of books, my 
knowledge of them was (and is) very 
limited. However, I kept the Publishers’ 
Weekly always at hand, and the useful 
information I obtained therefrom has been 
of incaluclable value.

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Two Hundred and Fifty Years of Bible 
Making 


HE Oxford University Press may 

certainly take pride in emphasizing 

the fact that 1925 marks the two 
hundred and fiftieth anniversary of the 
appearance of its imprint on Bibles, an im- 
print known thruout the world and in 
every bookstore where books are sold. So 
closely connected is the word “Oxford” 
with Bibles that the United States Circuit 
Court in 1900 prevented another firm from 
using the word “Oxford” on Bibles on ac- 
count of its being obviously an intention 
to deceive. ; 
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THE SHELDONIAN THEATRE, OXFORD, FIRST HOME 
OF THE PRESS 


The Oxford University Press is of much 
older date, of course, than 1675, and its 
first activities can be traced to the very 
earliest days of the printing press in the 
fifteenth century. After 1520, there was a 
gap in its activities until 1585 when the 
Earl of Leicester helped give the Press a 
new lease of life, and a year later the Uni- 
versity lent £100 to an Oxford bookseller 
named Joseph Barnes to carry on the Press. 
Publishing enterprises, apparently, could be 
entered into with very moderate sums in 
those days, and the permission given was 
that he might have one press and one 
apprentice. In 1632, the rights were broad- 
ened to print all manner of books and to 
thave three printers, two presses and two 
apprentices. These broad rights to print so 
alarmed ‘the’ Stationérs’ Company, which 
‘then had complete monopoly of the Bible 
business, that it made an agreement with 


the University by which for a consideration 
of £200 a year the Stationers’ Company 
remained without competition in the Bible 
field. 

With the coming of the Restoration, 

publishing at Oxford got a new impetus 
under Dr. John Fell, Bishop of Oxford. 
The agreement with the Stationers’ Com- 
pany was denounced, and in 1675 a quarto 
English Bible was printed, whose frontis- 
piece and title-page are reproduced here- 
with, the Press being then housed in the 
Sheldonian Theatre, the, famous building 
that was later vacated for the Clarendon 
Press Building. The Sheldonian Theatre 
is located next to the Bodleian Library, and 
its activities are now connected with that 
famous institution. Dr. Fell presented the 
Press with the famous types and type 
matrices, including the design for the beau- 
tiful font which was a quarter of a cen- 
tury ago revived for the “Oxford Book of 
English Verse.” 
The activities of the Press in the Bible 
neld ve y eadi g ; a DY : 
eighteenth century it had taken a predomi- 
nant position. Some of the Oxford Bibles 
were famous for scholarship, some for fine 
format and some for misprints, altho the 
proof-reading is so careful now that no 
plates are made without several complete 
readings, and there is a standing offer of 
reward to anyone who finds a mistake in an 
Oxford Bible. The “Vinegar Bible” of 
1717 came from the Oxford University 
Press and is so called because of the error 
in the running title at Luke 20, which 
should read the “Parable of the Vineyard.” 
The “Murderers’ Bible” of 1801 took its 
name from a misprint of the word “mur- 
murers” in Jude 16. The “Ears to Ear 
Bible” of 1807 has a misprint in Matthew 
13, 43. The “Wife-hater Bible” ‘of 1810 
has a misprint in Luke 14, 26, where the 
word “wife” is used for “‘life.” 

The famous paper mill of the Oxford 
University Press was likewise the result of 
Dr. Fell’s interest, and its reputation for 
the finest product was early established. — 
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FIRST BIBLE PRINTED BY THE OXFORD UNIVERSITY PRESS 


It was in 1841 that an Oxford graduate 
brought home from the Far East speci- 
mens of an extremely thin paper that was 
more opaque for its thickness than any 
paper made in Europe. He presented this 
to the Press, and it made from the paper 
twenty-four copies of the smallest Bible 
then in existence, a Diamond 24mo. These 
books were presented to the Queen and to 
other people. After many experiments, 
similar paper was produced in the mill in 
1874, and this famous paper has become 
the basis of much of the fine Bible making 
of the Press. 

Some idea of the extent of the Bible pro- 
duction can be had from the fact that over 
100,000 skins are used for binding each 
year; over 400,000 sheets of gold are used 
for gilt lettering and still larger quantity 
for the gilt edges. The Press has six hun- 
dred employees. Altho the Bibles are the 
most famous product of the Press, there are 
eight thousand other titles, including the 
“Oxford English Dictionary,” now being 
brought to conclusion at an investment of 
a quarter of a million dollars and the new 
revision of the Liddell and Scott Greek 
Lexicon which cost a hundred thousand dol- 
lars to publish. The business now has 
branches in twelve cities, the American 
branch being organized in 1896 and is 
directed by William W. McIntosh.

The exposi- 
tion has been confined to work conceived 
in the modern spirit, and only such works 
have been admitted as show new inspira- 
tion and real originality. Reproductions 
and imitations of ancient styles have been 
strictly prohibited. The exhibit is held in 
the Grand Palais. The United States 
Government is not participating, and there 
are no American books there. Individual 
exhibits are not accepted.

of travel posters, the Art Center at 
65 East_ Fifty-Sixth Street has invited the 
members of the National Association of 
Book Publishers to send volumes of travel 
for a summer showing.

HAVE just seen your issue of June 

6th, which contains an article that 

criticises me unjustly because of the 
fact that my Little Blue Books are being 
sold at 5 cents per copy. Please let me 
refer you to a letter I sent to Mr. Ken- 
neth B. Willson, National Vigilance Com- 
mittee, Associated Advertising Clubs of 
the World, 383 Madison Avenue, New 
York City, on June Ist, as follows: 

“T have your letter of May 29th regard- 
ing our selling our books at 5 cents instead 
of 10 cents. We have made several tests 
at the 10 cent price, but we found very 
unsatisfactory results. I refer you particu- 
larly to an advertisement in the Current 
History Magazine for May and June, 
wherein the books are listed at 10 cents. 
Our key sheets show that the inquiries 
disappointing. Faced by cold facts we 
were forced, quite hurriedly, to abandon 
the idea of a 100 per cent increase in price. 
What our advertising means is simply that 
it is impossible to get the people to pay 10 
cents for books that were previously adver- 
tised at 5 cents.” 

On June 4th Mr. Willson wrote me as 
follows: 

“This will acknowledge and thank you 
for your good letter of June 1st. We can 
readily appreciate the fact that circum- 
stances necessitated the change in your ad- 
vertising. The explanation which you 
kindly gave us is perfectly satisfactory.” 

Regarding my announcements that on 
June 30th I shall quit the Little Blue 
Books, the simple fact is that this is an 
accurate statement. On that date the list 
of Little Blue Books will. have reached 
1,000 titles, which will mark the end of 
my activities in this particular enterprise. 
I,then intend to announce a new series to 
be known as “Big Blue Books,” which 





will contain from 96 to 200 pages, 52x8 
inches, and perhaps retail at 50 cents, with 
the possibility of a reduction when the 
volume of business warrants mass produc- 
tion. - This new series will contain 500 
titles, and when I reach that goal I in- 
tend to quit again and enter the clothbound 
field. The work of manufacturing and 
distributing Little Blue Books will be out 
of my hands after July 1st. The adver- 
tisement that you object to was purely a 
personal statement and did not commit 
persons other than myself. Even the order 
blank and signature carried my own name 
instead of the name of the company.

HE Publishers Weekly of June 6th 
carried comment on the announced 
change in price of the Little Blue 
Books of the Haldeman-Julius Company, 
pointing out that in February it had been 
announced in large advertisements that the 
prices were to go up from 5c. to 10c. 
When the date on which this was to hap- 
pen had passed, nothing happened to the 

i ini the same an- 
nouncement was made in other papers that 
the price change would come on April 3oth. 
Still nothing happened to the price, and 
in the New York Times of June 14th it 
was announced that the price change would 
come on June 30th. 

The Publishers Weekly has had long 
letters from Mr. MHaldeman-Julius, in 
which he explains that, “When we started 
our 5c. campaign in February, we realized 
that it would be a serious mistake if we 
were to insert our announcements in all 
newspapers and magazines for a certain 
day. This would mean simply a deluge of 
orders. Thus during February we limited 
the announcement of an increase in price 
to the large newspapers. Then we went on 
to a second group with a closing date of 
April 30th.” 

This is to say that, when the announce- 
ment was made of the increase in price last 
February, it’ was “not meant that this 
should happen, but the statement was made 
merely to increase the business from one 
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group of readers. Then the same announce- 
ment was made to another group of read- 
ers. As these groups inevitably over- 
lapped, one cannot but wonder what the 
effect on the readers’ minds was. The fact 
seems to be that sales for the Little Blue 
Books cannot be made if the price is raised 
from 5 to 10c., and these announcements, 
as the Publishers’ Weekly stated, were 
simply catchpenny methods to continue the 
sale as long as possible. 

The explanation of the June 14th adver- 
tisement as made by Mr. Haldeman-Julius 
is rather extraordinary. He says that, if 
we will read that advertisement carefully, 
we will see that when he makes the state- 
ment that, “On June 30th I shall quit pub- 
lishing the Little Blue Books—order til! 
then at 5c,” this statement is not signed 
by E. Haldeman-Julius Company but by 
E. Haldeman-Julius. Perhaps others be- 
sides ourselves did not notice the difference. 
Mr. Haldeman-Julius himself is going out 
of tle business. He writes us, ““On that 
date (June 30th), the list of the Little 
Blue Books will have reached 1,000 titles, 
which will mark the end of my activity in 
‘this particular enterprise. The work of 
manufacturing and distributing the Little 
Blue Books will be out of my hands after 
July 1st. The advertisement that you ob- 
ject to was purely a personal statement and 
did not commit persons other than my- 
self.” 

It seems an extraordinarily frank an- 
nouncement of a deliberate intention to de- 
ceive the readers into thinking that the 
price limit had been finally reached. Cer- 
tainly we do not envy the task of the next 
publisher of the series who will come to his 
selling problem after the public has had 
these three misleading statements. As the 
Publishers’ Weekly has said before, we are 
interested in all phenomena of selling 
books—5c. books as well as others—but we 
do regret that, in this case, it has been 
necessary, apparently, to introduce such 
methods as these in order to persuade peo- 
ple that they want the books. 

Mr. Haldeman-Julius further writes, “I 
shall, on July Ist, announce a new series 
called ‘The Big Blue Books’ containing 
from 96 to 200 pages, 534 x8 inches each 
and perhaps retailing at 50c. with the pos- 
sibility of a reduction when the volume of 
business warrants mass production. This 
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new series will contain 500 titles, and when 
I reach that goal I intend to quit again 
and enter the cloth-bound field.” This 
will certainly be an enterprise interesting 
to all who have followed Mr. Haldeman- 
Julius’s energetic and imaginative cam- 
paign. We again express the hope that the 
public will be interested in such books as 
he offers without sales arguments that are 
below the standards which we now hold 
for American advertising. The New York 
Times is certainly below its standard of 
dignity in supplying the space thru which 
such announcements are made. 


New Down Town Shop 


He Publishers Weekly for June 27th 
contained a brief announcement of the 
opening of a new book shop at 30 Broad 
Street in the downtown financial district 
of New York under the name Ball & 
Brown, Inc. Sarah B. Ball (incorrectly 
reported as Mary E.) is president and 
treasurer and Marion S. Brown of Plain- 
field, vice president and secretary. 

Miss Ball has had years of experience 
with books. For the past two and a half 
years she has been manager of the Double- 
day, Page bookshops at 55 Liberty and 
38 Wall St. Previous to that she was, 
for several years, librarian of the Business 
Branch of the Newark Public Library, a 
position which she left to organize a library 
for the U. S. Rubber Co. 

The location of Ball & Brown, Inc., is 
one of the best in the downtown district.
